"But we w^re up against some- 
thing that the lads of 19M never 
bad. something we knew nothing 
about— a mechanized army. First 
came the light tanks, followed by 
more light tanks with German 
oifiCi^rs, and equipjied with rad* 
ios so they could keep in toUch 
with their air force, then cruiser 
tanks weighing -lO ions followed 
by light cruiser t^nks of 30 tons, 
then tb.° big fellows weighing 70 
Ions, and throwing llames that no 
human being could live Ihrongh 
for two hundred and fifty feel 
each side. ) | 

''After these came the mech- 
ani'/^d Irooj} trucks with light 
tanks lo guard Ihem, then the 
heavy and light artillery, tractor 
drawn — artillery that could he in 
action In Newmarket now, and in 
an hour or leis as far away as 
Toronto, 

"In fiVii days; we marched one 
hundred and ilfty miUs to help 
the lielgiaas, and I would like to 
pay trjbule to those Belgians who 
manned the forts at I/eige, their 
countrymen had been b^eatcn 
buck or surrendered, hut they 
ke^t on pounding away until the 

last of tlieir resources were ex- 
baus'.^d. t)ur forces were out- 
numbered five j to one. but we 
fought on. 

"The Germans don't earc for 
their man-power. They iuai 
threw them at us. Their dead 
W'-re piled in front of us fivfi feel 
bith. We retired to Dunkirk, 
fighting every inch of the way, 
three hundred miles in ten days, 
and the Germans knew they w£re 
in a fight. We fought hand to 
hand In the streets of Dunkirk, 
and on the beaches. Thcfr bomb- 
ers came over by tluei hundretls, 
dropping their *'egg.s" and 
machine-gunning the helpless 
soldiers in the water, 

"One thing their mf^chanlT^d 
units couldn't get wilbin ten 
miles of us — the , British navy 
saw to that. There's no navy In 
the world to equal if. Words 
could not describe the scene when 
the boats from. Old England ar- 
rived to pick us up — every con- 
ceivable kind — canoes, row boats, 
pleasure yachts, anything that 
could carry a man- One ship, 
the Lancasfrv, which would carry 
5,000, was loailed with 15,000 
when struck, but .scenes like 
these you cannot describe," 

In closing, Sergl Nagle paid 
tribute to the members of the
